AKE one Gill of Vinegar, and three Gills of Rain or ver Water, to one Paper 
of this Powder, and ſo in Proportion tor a leſs Quantity; ſhake or ſtir it well 10- 4 
gether, and 'tis immediately fit for Uſe, ard will, ip a few Days, hring often ſtirred | : 
or ſhook, produce a moſt beautiful and permanent Ink, not liable either to mould or ; 
fade; and if it grows too thick in keeping, may; without injuring its Quality, be diluted 
with Water to the Conſiſtence required; (which is recommended in preference to povr= , 


i ing the Ink from the Sediment, and adding a ſecond Pint of Water, as heretofore pre- 
9 ſeribed.) Six Papers make ene Gallon; and Shopkeepers will find an Advantage in 
j uſing one Quart of Vinegar, ard thre? Quarts of Rain or River Water, as the Iak will : + 
_ _» never mould, and may be diluted with Water, if, by long keeping, it grows too thick. | 


Note, That often itirring of Ink keeps the Colouring Matter properly ſuſpended, and 
Air increaſes the Blackneſs. In ſevere Weather it;fhould be fecured from the Froft. 
Glaſs Veſſels are much preferable to any other; and Perſons. who are curious in their 
Ink, ſhould uſe ne other, either to make it in, or as Ink-ſtands, &c. Some Time mould 
2 be allowed, after ſhaking cr ſtirring the Ink, for the Sediment to ſubſide, before it 3s 
poured into the Standiſh for Ute,
